Jones, a man probably as widely ex- 
perienced as any one in the section, 
says he believes they will go to $70. 
In the Cucamonga section the 
grapes are practically all disposed of, 
at least all except the table grapes. 
H. H. Thomas, one of the largest 
growers of that locality, and, for 
years, president of the Cuca- 





ers of that: locality, says that prac- 
tically all the grapes are contracted 
for at high prices, with the excep- 
tion of the table grapes, and he is 
advising every one to hold on and 
not be too hasty about selling, for he | 
believes they will go very high this | 
year. 
He says wherever grapes can be | 
irrigated they are an extremely prof- | 
itable crop these days. The water 
increases the tonnage by a very great 
deal and the quality and flavor as} 
well. 
Mr. Thomas himself has 250 acres | 
of irrigated grapes, muscats, mala-

THE GAS SHORTAGE 





Much has been said regarding the 
shortage of gasoline and as to how 
jlong it will continue, ete., ete. The 
Standard Oil Company has just is- 

ied a statement on the gas shortage, 
excerpts from which are as follows: 


There is no mystery in the exist- 
ing shortage of gasoline on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Jt is not a case of di- 
jminished supply—the Far West has 


never had as much gasoline as this 
year—but one of increased consump- 
tion. The retineries of California are 
this year manufacturing a greater vol- 
ume of gasoline than last year, and 
| great quantities are being brought to 


the Far West from Mid-Western 
fields and Mexico. Yet, this larger 
supoly does not satisfy the enormous 
de-iands of the scores of thousands 
of additional automobiles, trucks, 
farm tractors, gas engines, pumps 


an1 other equipment dependent upon 
gasoline for power. 

The gasoline shortage is due to 
the fact that there is not enough gas- 
oline to meet all the requirements of 
the public; there is not enough gaso- 


production is inadequate because na- 
ture has not been kind enough to 
respond to the unprecedentedly vig- 
orous efforts of the oil industry to 
get crude from the earth. The short- 
age is due to no diminished supply 
o! gasoline, but to 
sumption. 

What is true today of gasoline is 
likewise true of fuel oil, and pres- 
ently the fuel oil situation will also 
he quite serious. 

In 1918 the Standard Oil Company 
sold 152,818,150 gallons of gasoline; 
in 1919, 198,971,950 galtons, and dur- 
ing the first five months of 1920, 93,- 
593,200 gallons. These five months 
are ordinarily lean months on sales, 
which increase later in the year, and 
it is estimated by the company, after 
® very thorough and comprehensive 


increased con- 


analysis, that its sales of gasoline 
this year will mount to 300,000,000 
gallons. Even this large quantity, 


coupled with what others sell, is in- 
sufficient to fill all the requirements 
of industry and agriculture and all 
the desires 
for pleasure. 

A comparison of sales for the first 
five months of 1918, 1919 and 1920 
again emphasizes the demand for 
gasoline in a manner most striking. 
The figures show that the sales of 
1320 already actually made are 74.08 
per cent greater than those of 1919, 
and 48.40 per cent greater than those 
for 1919.

| 1918 to 389,023 barrels in 1919, and 
lco 213,851 barrels in 1920, and these 
exports are being made only under 
jcontractual obligations of last year. 
For the last six months of this year 
‘exports will average but three hun- 
|ared barrels per day. Further, and 
quite important in ifs bearing upon 
this rumor, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of California does not export, 
but sells for export, and obtains for} 
its product the market price prevail- 
ing at San Francisco. 

The Thirty-Cent Signs:—-Here is a 
rumor that has covered the Pacific 
Coast. At a meeting of the Califor- 
nia Automobile Trade Association in 
Fresno, an unidentified person said 
that he had seen in Los Angeles one 
thousand signs announcing thirty- 
cent gasoline, prepared by this com- 
pany, which were to be posted on 
July 1. Being an aboslute untruth, 
it is natural that most diligent ef- 
forts to have these statements prov- 
ed have met with failure. 

The Capped Wells:—Production, It 
is alleged, is being kept down by} 
wells being ‘capped, thus creating | 
the shortage. The company has | 
“capped” no wells and knows. of 
none. The production of the state 
of California is little less than last 
year; the production of the Standard 
Oil Company is greater than last 
year. One hundred and _ thirty-four 
more wells have been started in Cali-} 
fornia fields this year than last.| 
There are over 3000 more producing 
wells in California today than in 1915, 
If a oil operator capped a_ well, 
his neighbor on an adjoining property 
woul! drain his land. Hence, to cap 
wells would be folly. The Califor- 
nia State Mining Bureau has re- 
cently officially investigated this re- 
port and found that “in all fields 
there is evidence of effort to obtain 
a maximum production.” 

The Full Refinery Tanks:—This re- | 
port has usually taken the form of an | 
employee of the Richmond refinery of 
the Standard Oil Company stating 
that the tanks there were full to 
overflowing, and the gasoline with- 
held from the market to create a 
shortage. Never has gasoline stor- 
age touched such low points as this 
year.

ton and Oregon, Nevada, and Ari- 
zona--this company has gone into 
Kastern fields and to Mexico, and 
there made purchases of gasoline to 
meet the demands of the public.

FISH SITUATION DISCUSSED BY 
COMMITTEE AT SAN 
BERNARDINO 
T. K. Vernon and Roy Creighton 
representing Upland were called to 
San Bernardino by State and County 
Game Warden William Malone, on 
Saturday, to act with various other 
members of the advisory committee 
to decide where the 1,500,000 — fish 
shall be placed in the lakes and 

streams of this vicinity, 

After a thorough study of the 
needs of the different streams in the 
San Bernardino district, the commit- 
tee planned that 800,000 trout shall 
be placed in Big Bear Lake and the 
allotment for the local canyons is 
made as follows: 

San Antonio Canyon, 40,000; Hear 
Creek, 10,000; Bear Canyon, 10,000; 
Cow and Cattle Canyon, 28,000. 

All the trout are to be taken from 
the Big Bear Hatchery. Forty 
streams and lakes will be planted 
with trout in addition to those al 
ready named.

NEGRO MURDERE 


Will Cotton Goods Be 
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Lower 


Developments during June brought no 
apparent relief in Cottons. 

The Government reports estimates the 
new Cotton crop, on May 26, as 624-10 
per cent against May 25, 1919 estimate of 
75 6-10 per cent and May 25, 1918, estimate 
of 823-10 per cent. The last ten years’ 
average being 787-10 per cent. 

Not only is the present estimate the low- 
est ever made, but the Department of Agri- 
culture comments as follows: ‘‘Cotton is 
reported as poor to bad in all Cotton states 
oo in almost every County of the Cotton 

elt. 

“The recurring statement ‘‘worst ever 
known’’ is confirmed by the reported con- 
dition figures of 62 4-10 per cent of normal, 
the next lowest at this date in the Bureau’s 
entire record of fifty years is 695-10 per 
cent in 1917. The season throughout the 
belt is reported from two to four weeks 
late.’’ 

Cotton yarns show no weakness at first 
hands from the highest prices reached, and 
the spinners are closing or reducing opera- 
tions as fast as contracts on hand are com: 
pleted. 

Textile Mills in the most important East- 


This Fall 


ern centers have advanced wages 15 per 
cent and in many cases shortened working 
hours. Production as a whole seems to be 
put even further back than was the case 
in May, Mills showing an unwillingness to 
operate at present high prices except on 
bona fide orders, thus no spot goods are 
being accumulated and all transactions to- 
day are on goods in second hands. 

As buying must be resumed in time, it 
becomes evident that the lack of spot goods 
will not only maintain high prices but 
probably result in a premium being paid 
for deliveries. 

At this time, and on equal sources of in- 
formation, one opinion is as good as an- 
other. For our part we see no probability 
of any appreciable recession from today’s 
prices for many months to come, while the 
loss of production, the permanent shorten- 
ing of working hours and the raise in 
wages coupled with the congested condition 
of transportation and threatened severe 
shortage of coal, promise to make the OB- 
TAINING of merchandise of more impor- 
tance than price, in the near future—West
